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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: There are 
grammatical and spelling errors. 

Claim 1 

There is no such word as "thieved" In lines 9-10, the phrase "part of the theft 
modes" is vague. The word "part" suggests a continuous surface where a portion is cut 
out. It does not suggest a subset of discrete events. "Part" might be replaced by "some" 
or "a subset". 

Claim 6 

This claim also refers to "part of the theft modes". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The same 
improper terminology used in the claims is present throughout the disclosure, especially 
in the section entitled " DISCLOSURE OF THE INVENTION" . 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lemense 
(5,958,081). 

In order to expedite and avoid piecemeal prosecution, the following rejection is 
made to the extent that the claims are understood, by considering those elements which 
are understood and interpreting their function in a manner which is consistent with the 
recited goals of the claims, and then applying the best available art. 

In figure 1 (C2, L20) to (C3, L17), Lemense discloses a vehicle antitheft device 
12 mounted to vehicle 10. In (C2, L20-32) Lemense discloses the remote control 
system that enables or disables a function upon receipt of a valid security code from 
transmitter 16. The coded signal from transmitter 16 has a start bit and a data code 
portion. 

Relevant Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Schneider (5,264,825) discloses an electronic vehicle security system which 
includes a valet switch which disables most or all of the security functions. 

Hofbeck (6,822,559) discloses a security system for a motor vehicle, which 
includes at least one sensor for sensing a status variable of the vehicle and enabling or 
disabling activation of a security device as a function of the status variable. 

Okada (7,098,791 ) disclose a security system for notifying a driver that a 
mechanical key is being retained in a portable device, and when the mechanical key is 
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not retained in the key retainer, the security system disables only the smart entry 
function.
